Greek competition increases attendance at LBSU sporting events 


The contest has helped 
to break records.

The Greek Cup, a new competition 
designed to increase fraternity and so- 
rority participation at Cal State Long 
Beach sporting events, has drawn 
thousands of Greeks out to cheer on 


their student athletes. 
More than 2,000 Greeks have at- 


- tended CSULB basketball, volleyball, 


baseball, softball and soccer games 
since the athletic department began 
recording Greek attendance at sport- 
ing events, Matthew Barserian, the as- 
sistant director of marketing for LBSU 
athletics, said. : 
Though no data exists to compare 
this year’s Greek attendance to others, 
Barserian said Greek participation has 
steadily increased after information 
about the Greek Cup spread through- 
out CSULB fraternities and sororities. 


“Since this competition began, we 


have seen Greek attendance rise in ev- 
ery sport respectively as the informa- 
tion has spread throughout each orga- 
nization,” he said. 

Greek participation lead to the 
women’s soccer team breaking its 
single-season attendance record while 
facing University-of California, Irvine 
at the George Allen Field in October, 
Barserian said. Greeks accounted for 
more-than a quarter of all attendees at 
the event. 

Barserian said that the men’s basket- 
ball game against University of Cali- 


fornia, Santa Barbara, where Greeks 
accounted for one of every four in at- 
tendance, was another highlight for the 
program. 

Associated Students Inc. Senator- 
at-Large Jaime Varela, who repre- 
sents the Greek community; said the 
program’s success ‘was due mainly to 
careful planning and good-spirited 
competition. 

“We initially reached out to the 
Greek community to tailor [the Greek 
Cup] to ‘their wants,” he said. “I think 
our Greeks are realizing it’s a competi- 
tion where they get to go out and have 


a good time.” 

Varela said the program is helping 
Greeks appreciate student athletics 
and possibly creating more interest in 
the Greek system. 

“The reason we do these programs 
is to improve the Greek image on cam- 
pus and to increase student involve- 
ment,” he said. “When the general 
student body sees that camaraderie, 
it could drive them to look into Greek 
life and join the community.” 

Varela said that while feedback for

Students to take slavery stance

Junior English major Jana Jes- 
son may have learned about slavery 
in high school, but just last year, she 
found out ‘that selling human labor 
still persists. 

“I had to give a speech for a public 
speaking class, and I decided to do it 
on modern-day slavery,” Jesson said. 

Jesson and senior international 
studies major Kelsey Waldron decid- 
ed to take a stand against modern-day 
slavery by organizing the event Stand 
for Freedom. The idea stemmed from 
International Justice Mission (IJM), a 
nonprofit organization that helps the 
oppressed and enslaved around the 
world. 


IJM works closely with the gov- 
ernments of Africa, Asia and Latin 
America and will challenge students 
to take a stand for the 27 million 
people enslaved. During the event, 
students are encouraged to take some 
time out of their day to stand against 
slavery. i" 

“We ... want to raise awareness 
about the issue; a lot of people don’t 
know that there are slaves in this 
country,” Jesson said. 

The event will take place at noon 
on March 12 and last until 3. p.m. 
on March 13. The group will meet 
on campus’ in front.of the Psychol- 
ogy building, next to the University 
Bookstore, and then move towards 
Seventh Street towards the end of the 


_ day when students are no longer on 


campus, Jesson said. 
Waldron said that she plans on

energy in the body by.

Those finding it difficult to get off 
the couch might soon have an easier 
time, thanks to a new form of exercise 
packaged inside a pill called “exercise 
mimetics.” 

Ronald M. Evans of the Salk. Insti- 
tute for Biological Studies, who has 
worked on the mimetic development 
project for nearly 10 years, will give a 
talk about the drug at the Beach Audi- 
torium in the University Student Union 
on Wednesday at noon. 

Evans earned the 2004 Albert Lask- 
er Award for Basic Medical Research 
and the 2012 Wolf Prize in medicine.

participating for the full 27 hours. 

“Over winter break, they were 
challenging students to participate 
in the event and implement it at their 
schools,” she said. “Only four schools 
participated last semester, and it’s 
gone up to 500 this semester.” 

Waldron, who has been involved 
with IJM for eight years, said that 
the student organizers have three 
goals for the outcome of the event, 
which include promoting aware- 
ness, raising $2,700 to Bo towards 
IJM and getting signatures for a 
petition that will be sent to Presi- 
dent Barack Obama. According to 
Jesson, the petition was drafted by 
IJM. 

“We are petitioning President 
Obama as well to take a stand ... to 
fund a mission against slavery,” Jes- 
son said. 

Modern-day slavery takes on many 
forms, including sex trafficking and 
hard-labor slavery, according to Jes- 
son. During research for her public 
speaking class, Jesson found out that 
in Ghana, thousands of children are 
sold to chocolate farms for an amount 
equal to $5. 

“They are led to believe that the 
children will have better lives and will

not become slaves,” she said. 

Students, like senior international 
studies major John Torres, said they 
were aware of slavery but were still 
shocked by the number of those en- 
slaved. 

“I think events like this defi- 
nitely give awareness,” he said. 
“Awareness does help, but I don’t 
feel it really causes a difference 
in human trafficking and things of 
that nature ... At least people are 
learning something new they didn’t 
know.” 

Senior journalism major Andrea 
Gimenez also said that she did not 
know about the high numbers of 
those who are subjected to slavery 
around the world. 

“I think it’s an unfortunate situ- 
ation,” she said. “It has been in the 
news today that Mississippi barely 
ratified the amendment against 
slavery in the U.S. So I think it’s a 
hot topic right now.”

that can confer the benefits of fitness 
without actually exercising,” Evans 
said. 

Exercise mimetic drugs are de- 
signed to chemically mimic and pro- 
duce the benefits of exercise in humans 
without any physical activity réquired 
from the drug-taker. 

The drugs, according to Evans, 
would help combat the high risks of 
obesity, including heart and cardiovas- 
cular disease in people with sedentary 
lifestyles. 

Biochemistry © professor Jeffrey 
Cohlberg said that the mimetic drug 
AICAR, a drug Evans experimented 
with for his project, is a naturally oc- 


curring compound that replenishes 


energy in the body by activating the 
enzyme AMPK, which changes: the 
body’s metabolism. 

“There are old [mimetic drugs], ones 
that got rejected,” Evans said. “There 
are definitely new ones coming along 
based on exactly the kind of molecular 
platforms that we described.” 
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Evans’ lecture is titled “Can Exer- 
cise Mimetics Substitute for Exercise?” 
The quick response to that question, 
Evans said, is not exactly. 

“The goal is not to develop drugs 
that overcome your need to exercise,” 
Evans said. “It’s really to develop drugs 
for people who are unable to get suffi- 
cient exercise.” 

Evans stressed that exercise should 
not be entirely substituted with the 
drug if a person is healthy enough to 
exercise. 

The drugs are designed to chemi- 
cally provide additional power and 
the force behind physical exercise and 
healthier lifestyle changes. 

The drugs work by targeting mus- 
cles in the same way that exercise 
stimulates the muscles, burning fat 
and enhancing performance even 
without exercise. 

For the general talk session, Evans 
will give an overview on the topic of 
exercise mimetic drugs, including what 


_ they are and how they can improve hu- 
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man health as well as how microbiolo- 
gy is used to treat obesity and illnesses 
related to infrequent exercise. 

Following the lecture will be an 
open meeting with a question and an- 
swer session at 2:30 p.m. in Hall of 
Science room 156 as well as a research 
seminar at 4 p.m. in Hall of Science 
room 101. 

Each event is free and expected to 
run approximately one hour. 

Evans has researched at the How- 
ard Hughes Medical Institute since 
1985. and is. currently a professor at 
the Gene -Expression Laboratory at 
the Salk Institute for Biological Stud- 
ies. 

He was the first to report on a newly 
discovered family of steroid molecular 
structures in a 1985 research paper, 
according to the Salk Institute’s web- 
site. . 

“He’s a very imminent biochemist,” 
Cohlberg said. “He’s even been men- 
tioned as a possible future Nobel prize 
recipient.”

Model auditions will spring the 
13th annual Rags I] Rhythms Urban 
Couture Fashion Show into action this 
Wednesday as potential models attempt 
to make the cut for the show.

“T would tell women that participate 
not to wear wedges; they should wear 
heels three inches or higher,” Johnson 
said. “There is a lot more pressure on the 
women than the men ... for the males, 
I'd just tell them to be confident and 
don’t wear flip flops to the auditions.” 

Johnson said that she expects the 
same turnout as last r, and aside 
from CSULB students, some Long 
Beach City College students have par- 
ticipated in the show in the past.

California’s welfare program known as Cal- 
WORKs stigmatizes and stereotypes poor unwed 
women, especially minority women, keeping 

them at a disadvantage within our society. 

The legislation, federally known as the 
Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity 
Reconciliation Act (PRWORA) was a welfare 
reform created in 1996 based on the conserva- 
tive belief that welfare causes unemployment 
and divorce. . 

Since the reform, there have been dramatic 
shifts in the views about dependent women and 
their children who receive welfare. 

During his State of the Union Address, Presi- 
dent Barack Obama addressed the importance of 
empowering women and strengthening the family 
in order to eradicate extreme poverty. How- 
ever, the current policy oppresses women rather 
than providing them with.new opportunities to 
strengthen their families. 

CalWORKs stipulates that recipients must par- 
ticipate in the Welfare to Work Program (WtW) 
in order to continue to receive public assistance. 

This reform fails to consider that single par- 
ents, typically women, have no other means to 
care for their children.

Being forced to work means these women must 
put their children in daycare, creating further 
financial strain. . 

CalWORKs dismisses the notion of the un- 
paid work required to raise a family and views 
women as needing paid work outside the home, 
regardless of the circumstances for employment 
opportunities. 

This idea that domesticity and child rearing at 
home are not appropriate forms of work means. 
Women are forced to rely on others to provide 
care for their children, limiting their economic 


- freedom. 


For example, Linda* became a single parent 
after her husband of 20 years passed away from 
cancer. This left Linda to raise four children on- 
her own. : 

Unlike the common stereotype of a welfare 
recipient, Linda was not a young mother with 


children out of wedlock. She was a mother and 


widow, single because of circumstance, not by 
choice. : 

Linda began receiving welfare to supplement 
her family’s living cost. 

Working as a seamstress, Linda received only 
a few hundred dollars a month, and even with 
the assistance of welfare it was barely enough 


money to put food on the table and provide for her 
children. 

Today, all four children are successful adults 
with.college degrees, owners of businesses and 
working to provide for their own families without 
the support of public assistance. 

This success is directly attributed to Linda’s 
ability to support her children’s education 
and move the family out of poverty. She now 
works inthe community and pays into the 
system. 

Women like Linda deserve the ability to make 
their own decision on whether to seek employ- 
ment while on CalWORKs or-to stay in the home 
and care for their children. 

Although some may argue that women receiv- 
ing this type of assistance should not have this 
decision-making power, the actuality is that 
CalWORKs was written to be exclusionary and 
to keep women marginalized. 

It seems that there would be a positive benefit 
in a woman’s desire to prioritize child rearing. A 
woman may still decide that she would rather be 
employed so that she can increase the financial 
income in the home and discontinue the need to 
receive assistance. 

Neither of these decisions is better than 


the other, or right versus wrong. These two 
decisions are a freedom of choice, choices that 
should be left to the women who are eligible for 
assistance. 

In his State of the Union, Obama addressed 
how Americans should not be rivals for power but 
instead partners for progress. 

Obama also mentioned that every American 
should be able to gét ahead if they work hard and 
meet their responsibilities. 

For women, the responsibilities of motherhood 
should be a priority if they have children. Thus, 
creating a healthy home environment is a crucial 


* responsibility for mothers so that their children 


may learn and grow to be responsible citizens, 
nurtured by a healthy familial attachment and 
bond. - 

So instead of continuing the struggle for wom- 
en to choose between their children or fulfilling 
CalWORKs requirements, let us be partners for 
progress that fight to preserve a woman empow- 
erment.

Dirtbags to face 2012 champion Ariz 


Long Beach State will 
host the Wildcats 
after winning one of 
‘three at Vanderbilt.

One of the nation’s most difficult 
nonconference schedules will resume 
Tuesday night at Blair Field. 

Just two days after traveling to Ten- 
nessee to face No. 2 Vanderbilt, the 
Dirtbags will play No. 23 Arizona in 
their home opener. 

Long Beach State (1-2) got off to a 
miserable start to its season against the 
Commodores, as it suffered 10-4 and 
12-2 defeats on Friday and Saturday, 


respectively. It rebounded to upset the ~ 


nation’s second-best team on Sunday 
though and won 13-9 to grab its first 
victory of the season. 

“It’s nice to get the first [win] under 
our belt,’ LBSU head coach Troy Buck- 
ley said.

LBSU added to its lead with two 
runs in the second and three in the third 
before allowing the Commodores with- 
in gne in the fifth inning. Vanderbilt 
would never get closer, however, as The 
Beach scored four more times over the 
remainder of the game and earned relief 
pitcher Ryan Millison the win.
